fo many are continually hearing, and yet can- 
not underiland; ever learning, and never able 
to come to the Knowledge of the Treth. Nay, 
hence it is, that even the holy Word of God, 
the great Fountain of Truth. is, by ſuch un- 
catechized and unprincipled Men, ſo often ap- 
plied for the Confirmation of the greateſt Er- 
rors and moſt abſurd Opinions. On the other 
hand; where there is a ſure Foundation laid, 
in a ſound Knowledge of the Principles of 
Chriſtianity, the Mind, like a Houſe built on 
a Rock, ſtands firm againſt the Shock of every 
Temptation. And as eaſy as Catechifing may 
ſeem to ſome ignorant People; yet Hit be du- 
ly conſidered, and ſef iouſſy performed, it wil 
be found to have more of Labour in it than 
Preaching itſelf; though, when all is done, I 
am well aware it fhall pleaſe much leſs. 
And now, I do moſt earneftly beſeech all

Q. How is this proved from Scripture?

Q. TUhat are the Benefits which we receive

9. IS there any thing elſe required of 
thoſe who come to the Lord's. 
Supper ? A. It 
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A. It is ordained by the Church, 
© That none {hall be admitted to the Ho- 
© Ily Communion until ſuch time as he is 
© Confirmed, or ready and defirous to be 
E Confirmed.” 

©. What do you mean by Confir mation? 

A. I mean the folemn laying on of the 
Hands of the Biſhop, accompanied with 
Prayer, upon ſuch as have been Baptized, 
and are come to Years of Diſcretion. 

9. Why do you call this Confirmation? 

A. Becauſe by this Ordinance I con- 

firm thoſe Vows and Promiſes, which 
were made in my Name when I was bap- 
tized. 

. How are thoſe Vows and Promiſes 
now confirmed by you ? | 

A. I do in the Preſencs of God, and of 
the Congregation, renew the ſolemn Pro- 
miſe and Vow that was made in my Name 
at my Baptiſm ; ratifving and confirming 
the ſame in my own Perſon, and acknow- 
ledging myſelf bound to believe and to do 
all thoſe things, which my Godfathersand 
Godmothers then undertook for me. 

©. Have you no other Reaſon for call- 
ing :his Ordinance by the Name of Con- 


firmation ? 
| A. Yes!

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A. Yes; I call it Confirmation, be- 
cauſe by the Biſhop's laying his Hands on 
me, and by the Prayers of him and the 
Congregation, I hope to be ſtrengthened 
with the Holy Ghoſt the Comforter, and 
deſended with his heavenly Grace, that I 
may continue the Lord's for ever. 

Q. Why was this Ordinance inſtituted ? 

A. It was inſtituted in order to make 
vs, who were baptized in our Infancy, 
more ſenſible of the Obligation we are 
under to believe and do what was then 
promiſed for us. 

9. What are the Benefits of this In- 
ſtitution? 

A. They who are duly confirmed, 
have the Benefit of God's Grace procured 
to them, by the Prayers of the Biſhop and 
the Congregation in their behalf; are duly 
inſtructed in the Principles of the Chriſtian 
Religion; and areengaged to begin betimes 
both to conſider their Duty, and to apply 
themſelves to the diſcharge of it. 

9. Are all Godfathers and Godmothers 
ebliged to ſee, that thoſe for whom they 
anſwer be firft duly inſtructed in the Prin- 
eiples of their Religion, and then brought 
to be confirmed by the Biſhop ?

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A. Yes certainly. As they have receiv- 
ed a ſolemn Charge to ſee that the Infant be we 
waught, ſo ſoon as he ſhall be able to learn S5 
what a ſolemn Vow, Promiſe and Profeſ- 1%. 
ſion he hath made by them: and to take [. © 
care that the Child he brought to the Bi- 
ſhop to be confirmed by him; ſo nothing 
can excuſe them from the Obligations of 
this Duty, when they have Power and 
Opportunity to do either. 

Q. What is required of Perſons to bel. 
confirmed ? 

A. That, when they are come to Vean . 
of Diſcretion, they be taught to know 
and underſtand what a folemn Vow, Pro- 
miſe and Profeſſion they made- by their 
Godſathers and Godmothers when they 
were baptized ; and that they be ready and 
deſirous in their own Names to ratify andff 
gonfirm the ſame. 

Q. How often ought any Chriftian to 
be confirmed ? 

A. But once. As there is one Baptiſm, 
ſo there is required but one ſolemn Ratifi-· 
cation or Confirmation of it. 

Q. Do they not then ſhew themſelvet 
very ignorant who go to the Biſhop to be 


confirmed every time he confirms ?

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A. T his proceeds from their not know- 
Jing what Confirmation is, which accord- 
ingly they call by the Name of being Bj- 

| hop'd, or receiving the Biſhop's Bleſſing. 
What Foundation have you in 
| "ni for the Practice of Confirmation? 

A. The Example of the Apoſtles, 
Mas viii. 17, —Xix, 6. Who 1 their 

Hands on thoſe that had been baptixed, that 

) might receive the Holy Ghoſt, 

Heb. vi. 1, 2. The laying on of Hands 
js reckoned among thoſe Principles of the 
Doctrine of Chrift, from whence his Di- 
2 may go on unto Chriſtian Per fed ion. 
Q. Does the Biſhop then give the Holy 
hoſt now, as the Apoſtles did then, by 
heir laying on of Hands ? 

A. We do not ſay, that the Apoſtles 
rave the Holy Ghoſt; they laid on their 
ands, and God gave the Holy Spirit to 
ſe on whom they laid them. And fo 
re hope, that by the fervent Prayers of 
be Biſhop and the Church, they on whom 
e now 4 his Hands ſhall alſo receive 
Holy Ghoſt, if they do but worthily 
repare themſelves for it. 

Q. I; there any Promiſe of God on 
hich to build ſuch an Hope ?

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A. Chriſt has declared, that God will 
give the Holy Spirit to them that aſk him: 
And if ſo, we have more Reaſon to hope, 
that he will give his Holy Spirit, when he 
is ſo earneſtly and folemnly aſked of him 
by the Paſtors of his Church, whom he 
has appointed not only to pray for, but to 
bleſs his People.
